troacow’s Sait Mines. 

The salt mines of Wieliezka, near 
Croacow, Poland, were mentioned in 
1044, and have been worked since 1240 
The first map of the mines was made 
in 1638 by Martin German, a Swedish 
mine surveyor. The eight shafts now 
in existence are from 207 to 985 feet 
deep, and the length of the levels now 
open is 345,000 feet, with 115,500 feet 
of underground tram lines. Between 
1772 and 1892 about 3,000,000 cubic 
yards have been excavated for the ex- 
traction of salt. Machine drills are 
now used and compressed powder is 
employed in blasting; about 1,187 
pounds of powder are used per ton of 
salt produced. The present levels are 
7% feet high by 614 feet wide.

An Interesting Leiter From the Land 
of Queen Lil and the Coffee © 
Plantation. 

By the kindness of Miss Tupper, of 
Ypsilanti, we are permitted to make a 
few extracts from a letter written by 
Ypsilanti’s former resident, Miss Anna 
Pomeroy, who with other members of 
the family recently removed to Hilo; 
Hawaii. 

“Hilo is a pretty city, with its green 
grass and odd one-story houses with 
their deep verandas. <A noticeable 
characteristic of their architecture is 
the way houses are built high up from 
the ground, with the cellars as a first 
floor. We have a very pleasant home. 
Here and there are rises of ground 
hedged on one side by foliage plants as 
tall as a Michigan syringa. Across its 
front, the fence is completely covered 
with a dark green vine which has large 
red blossoms, and over the lawn are 
scattered spotted lilies, ferns, bananas, 
figs, coffee, guaves, limes, grapes, 
peaches, watermelons, anid another fruit 
which has not been produced since our 
arrival, but it is said to be very fine. 
We meet very pleasant people here, 
most of whom have received their edu- 
cation in eastern cities, Boston, Phila- 
ete. Nearly every nation is 
represented here, so one need never 
complain of monotony. It seems very 
strange not to lock doors at night, but 
in this country they are conspicuous by 
their absence, and we use blinds in- 
stead. 

“Hilo is divided into districts, and 
only the business portion is called Hiio. 
We live about four blocks from the 
stores, in the district called Pona-ha- 
waii. 

“It is very interesting to watch the 
different people. The vegetable ven- 
ders are Japs or Portuguese. When 
you hear a call of ‘Mama’ (which 
means ‘lady of the house’) you know 
that it is from some one with vegetables 
and looking out you see a black-haired, 
black-eyed woman with a pole across 
her shoulders and on each end of the 
pole a covered basket. Beside the wo- 
man you may often see a pack mule 
standing at the gate. If you wish to 
purchase of the vendor you say, “‘Look, 
see,” upon which she will uncover her 
baskets and you can select. what you 
wish. When your choice is made you 
can say. “How muche,” but farther 
than that you will not be understood. 

The natives are very trustworthy and 
some are quite handsome. They have 
dark complexions, black hair and round 
eyes. Their costumes are peculiar and 
their language is a mixture of various 
tongues. i 


LEADER OF THE WEST. 


Graduate Manager Charles Baird ar- 
rived home yesterday afternoon from a 
visit to big eastern cclleges in the in- 
terest of Michigan athletics, but re- 
fused to give out anytling definitely re- 
garding the understanding which he 
had reached with any of the eastern 
schools. His refusal is based on the 
grounds that he fears such a revelation 
at the present moment migh* prove in- 
jurious to the athletic association. All 
the big colleges excepting Yale were 
visited and found willing to play Michi- 
gan. Baird made a similar trip in ’95 
and says that this time he found a 
much higher opinion of western athlet- 
ics than formerly existed, and that they 
ail recognize Michigan as the leader of 
the west. 


COMPRESSED AIR FOR CARS, 


How It Is Made and Used in One of 
the New Methoda. 

No less a person than Joseph Leiter, 
the young man who was recently en- 
gaged in cornering the wheat supply, 
gives the following intelligent de- 
scription of getting compressed air 
for the propulsion of street cars: 

“The air is compressed in cylinders, 
arranged in multiple series. In the 
first cylinder the air is reduced till 
it gives a pressure of sixty pounds to 
the square inch against the atmos- 
phere, which itself has a pressure of 
thirty-two pounds to the square inch 
against a vacuum. Then the air is 
reduced in a second cylinder eight 
times—that is, till its compass is one- 
eighth what it was in the first cylin- 
der, and its pressure eight times as 
great, or 480 pounds to the square 
inch.. The same multiple is preserved 
in the next compression, so that the 
air has a pressure of 3,840 pounds to 
a square inch. This high pressure air 
is kept in a tank, and when wanted 
for use on street cars to run their 
motors is drawn off into what we 
call bottles. These bottles are con- 
nected in series.

PROVISION SHIP’S LONG TRIP. 


Fresh Meat to Supply Warships for Une 
Hundred Days. 

From the National Provisioner: The 
great meat concerns of the United 
States, a3 well as the government it- 
self, have done some unheard of and 


‘wonderful things recently in the way 


of refrigeration and of feeding an army 
in the field as well as a fighting navy 
on a fresh meat diet. As extraordinary 
as this may seem, a more unusual cir- 
cumstance is now transpiring in the 
voyage of the battle-ships-Oregon and 
Iowa, which are at present beyond 
Bahia, Brazil, on their way to Manila. 
Accompanying them is the supply-ship 
Celtic, which left New York with the 
fleet about three weeks ago. The Cel- 
tic is a veritable floating store and 
warehouse, filled with needed supplies 
of every kind required by a man-o’-war 
and its Grew on a long voyage through 
varying climates. But the chief inter- 
est of this novel ship centers in her 
meat stores and refrigerating cham- 
bers. Before leaving New York there 
were put into her hold 250,000 pounds 
of fresh frozen mutton and 250,000 
pounds of vegetables. These supplies 
are So arranged that the battleships 
can at any time take from the cargo 
whatever meat and vegetables are 
needed for the mess during the long 
voyage to the Philippines. These 
stores were placed on board for the use 
of the fleet’s men. Such a thing is un- 
paralleled and unheard of in naval his- 
tory. And it has been left to this 
government and to one of the great- 
est. packing companies to store up and 
send with a fleet on the longest voyage 
of record a ship loaded with fresh sup- 
plies from which the officers and crew 
can be fed, the same as on land, in any 
climate. She left in company with the 
Oregon and the Iowa, and will feed 
them en route as they go. Besides be- 
ing novel in naval history, it is a new 
departure in the meat trade. The meat 
was specially gotten up for this ship- 
ment. It is sewn in cheese cloth, 
frozen in Chicago, and brought from 
there to New York in refrigerator cars 
in a frozen state. To thus maintain 
carcasses of beef in a frozen state dur- 
ing so long a freight journey is a big 
undertaking in itself. It is seldom at- 
tempted by the largest and best- 
equipped companies even for a shorter 
distance. The cargo was loaded in a 
frozen state, and will be kept at a 
frigid temperature until it is consumed 
or the residue landed at Manila. Be- 
fore the ships—-after touching at Hon- 
olulu—reach their destination the store 
ship Celtic will have performed the 
most wonderful voyage in the world’s 
history in the meat line“ She will have 
carried in her hold, and through all 
climates, a cargo of frozen fresh meats 
over the longest voyage of a meat ship 
in existence. She will have demon- 
strated the limitless possibilities of re- 


frigeration and of nautical cold ster- 


age for distributing the world’s sur- 
plus meats and provisions to those 
climes and peoples who require them. 
This voyage of the warships and of 
their floating store, the Celtic, will take 
more than 100 days. Heretofore a voy- 
age of sixty days for a frozen meat ship 
has been regarded as a marvel in trade 
circles. The whole affair is one of 
great credit to the government at 
Washington and to the contractors. 
The possibilities in the case indicate in- 
definite expansion for the meat and 
provision industries of the United 
States, and the meat trade is: under 
obligation to the commendable daring 
of our officials and of our enterprising 
business concerns.

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TELEGRAPHIC DISPATCHES. 


Manila, Jan. 21, via Hong Kong, Jan. 
26.—The Republica, the official organ of 
the Filipinos, announces that the con- 
gress at Malolos has adopted the Philip- 
pine constitution, passed a vote of conli- 
dence in Aguinaldo and empowered him 
to declare war on the Americans whenu- 
ever he may deem it advisabie 
An American sentry yesterday even- 
jing had a captain of Filipino artillery 
at the Tonto outpost. AS a result, the 
native press is intensity excited and 
denounces it as a “‘cowardly assassina- 
tion.” 


Washington, Jan. 27.—Neither Secre- 
tary Alger nor Secretary Long wil dis- 
cuss the accuracy of the statements rel- 
ative to Agoncillo, but both are said to 
have forwarded instructions to their 
representatives at Manila—Gen. Otis 
and Admiral Dewey—to forewarn them 
of Agonecillo’s suggestions, which must 
be carried from Hong Kong to the Phil- 
ippines by steamer, as tne American 
forces are in control at the Maniia end 
of the cable and are exercising a cen- 
sorship. 

There is no intention on the part of 
the administration, so far as can be 
learned, to disturb Agoncillo and his as- 
sociates, but their arrest or deportation 
would promptly tollow the declaration 
of war against the United States by 
- Aguinaido and his associates. 

Vancouver, B. C., Jan. 27.—After es- 
caping death by drowning, 11 of the 
crew of the ship Manbars were cap- 
tured and eaten by cannibals of N ew 
Guinea. The Manbare was bound for 
Sydney, Australia, when it was caught 
in a terrible gale in December. Near 
Cape Nelson it began to sink. The 
crew, 18 all told, left the vessel in two 


boats and soon became separated. One 


boat containing 12 men was finally 
thrown ashore ten miles from the cape. 
The sailors were seized by natives from 
the interior and hurried off to the vil- 
lage of the chief. One man, James 
Greene, escaped.

Graduate Manager Charles Baird ar- 
rived home yesterday afternoon from a 
visit to big eastern cclleges in the in- 
terest of Michigan athietics, but re- 
fused to give out anytling definitely re- 
garding the understanding which lhe 
had reached with any of the eastern 
schools.

COMPRESSED AIR FOR CARS, 


How It Is Made and Used in One of 
i the New Methods. 

No less a person than Joseph Leiter, 
the young man who was recently en- 
gaged in cornering the wheat supply, 
gives the following intelligent de- 
scription of getting compressed air 
for the propulsion of street cars: 

“The air is compressed in cylinders, 
arranged in multiple series. In the 
first cylinder the air is reduced till 
it gives a pressure of sixty pounds to 
the square inch against the atmos- 
phere, which itself has a pressure of 
thirty-two pounds to the square inch 
against a vacuum. Then the air is 
reduced in a second cylinder eight 
times—that is, till its compass is one- 
eighth what it was in the first cylin- 
der, and its pressure eight times as 
great, or 480 pounds to the square 
inch.. The same multiple is preserved 
in the next compression, so that the 
air has a pressure of 3,840 pounds to 
a square inch. This high pressure air 
is kept in a tank, and when wanted 
for use on street cars to run their 
motors is drawn off into what we 
call bottles. These bottles are con- 
nected in series. They are cold 
punched nickel steel and of great 
strength, for they sustain a pressure 
of about 3,500 pounds to the. square 
inch when placed on the car, From 
this it is not to be concluded that the 
pressure in the motor cylinder when 
the car starts is a pressure of 3,500 
pounds. There is where our motors 
differ from their predecessors. The 
outflowing of the air from the bottles 
is controlled by a system of reduction 
valves, which deliver the air into the 
cylinders at a pressure of 125 pounds 
to the square inch. Engines can be 
made that will use the air at any de- 
sired pressure and employ it for me- 
chanical purposes. We could make 
motors that would run cars with a 
pressure of only ten pounds in the 
cylinder, but they would be more 
bulky and not so suitable.

in the field as well as a fighting navy 
on a fresh meat diet. As extraordinary 
as this may seem, a more unusual cir- 
cumstance is now transpiring in the 
voyage of the battle-ships-Oregon and 
Iowa, which are at present beyond 
Bahia, Brazil, on their way to Manila. 
Accompanying them is the supply-ship 
Celtic, which left New York with the 
fleet about three weeks ago. The Cel- 
tic is a veritable floating store and 
warehouse, filled with needed supplies 
of every kind required by a man-o’-war 
and its Grew on a long voyage through 
varying climates. But the chief inter- 
est of this novel ship centers in her 
meat stores and refrigerating cham- 
bers. Before leaving New York there 
were put into her hold 250,000 pounds 
of fresh frozen mutton and 250,000 
pounds of vegetables. These supplies 
are So arranged that the battleships 
can at any time take from the cargo 
whatever meat and vegetables are 
needed for the mess during the long 
voyage to the Philippines. These 
stores were placed on board for the use 
of the fleet’s men. Such a thing is un- 
paralleled and unheard of in naval his- 
tory. And it has been left to this 
government and to one of the great- 
est packing companies to store up and 
send with a fleet on the longest voyage 
of record a ship loaded with fresh sup- 
plies from which the officers and crew 
can be fed, the same as on land, in any 
climate. She left in company with the 
Oregon and the Iowa, and will feed 
them en route as they go. Besides be- 
ing novel in naval history, it is a new 
departure in the meat trade. The meat 
was specially gotten up for this ship- 
ment. It is sewn in cheese cloth, 
frozen in Chicago, and brought from 
there to New York in refrigerator cars 
in a frozen state. To thus maintain 
carcasses of beef in a frozen state dur- 
ing so long a freight journey is a big 
undertaking in itself. It is seldom at- 
tempted by the largest and best- 
equipped companies even for a shorter 
distance. The cargo was loaded in a 
frozen state, and will be kept at a 
frigid temperature until it is consumed 
or the residue landed at Manila. Be- | 
fore the ships—after touching at Hon- | 
olulu—reach their destination the store | 
ship Celtic will have performed the | 
most wonderful voyage in the world’s 
history in the meat line,” She will have 
carried in her hold, and through all 
climates, a cargo of frozen fresh meats 
over the longest voyage of a meat ship 
in existence. She wil) have demon- 
strated the limitless possibilities of re- 
frigeration and of nautical cold ster- 
age for distributing the world’s sur- 
plus meats and provisions to those 
climes and peoples who require them. 
This voyage of the warships and of

A SAFE GUARD. 

The ease with which the tiller of the 
soil may be parted from his shining 
shekels by the gentleman with the new 
lightning rod, the improved wire fence, 
ete., is proverbial. The rich harvest 
which business men offer to the fake 
advertiser and “promoter of home 
trade,” however, is overlooked. Almost 
every week there will be some easy- 
talking gentleman around wio will take 
the merchants morey and leave him 
some card or business directory which 
is not worth the paper upon which it is 
printed. There is absolut2ly no occa- 
sion for any such game being played on 
ine merchants, for in their protective 
association they have a safeguard which 


will, in ninety cases out of a hundred, | 


prove successful. The danger from fake 
advertisers has long been felt by the 
merchants, and at a meeting of the pro- 
tective association two years ago it was 
decided that the best way of coping 
with the evil was to cause all wouid-be 


advertising mediums to be referred to 
the committee or the association for en- 
aorsement. Agreeabie to this sentiment 
a resoiution was passed io the elect 
that “no member of the Mercnants’ 
rrotective Association of Ypsilanti saail 
enter into any outside advertlolng 
scneme unless the solicitor therefor nas 
cine written endorsement of the execu- 
Live committee of this association.” The 
idea in putting such a resoiution 
carough Was that a committee of four 
experienced Merchants would be tar 
more competent to judge the merits and 
faults of an advertising scheme than 
tne average person met during business 
mours by a pilausinie stranger. Of 
course the written endorsement of the 
executive committee would not signify 
absolutely and finaily that the enter- 
prise would prove successful or lucra- 
tive, but it would show that there was 
enough merit in it to win the approval 
of a calmly deciding judicial board. 

The members of the association in- 
form The Times that anyore has the 
privilege of referring advocates of 
“schemes” and ‘‘plans’’ to the commit- 
tee. lt will be considered an act of pub- 
iic kindness and good will if such ac- 
tion is taken. When next a business 
directory man comes around, ask aim 
if he has the written approval of the 
protective association. lf he says no, 
tell him that no agreement can be en- 
tered upon until he has. If he produces 
the guarantee of merit give him a care- 
ful hearing, as there must be something 
in his plan which will prove valuable to 
you. 

Had the above safeguard been em- 
ployed a few weeks ago on a certain 
occasion, there would not now be a 
dozen or so dealers who are mourning 
$20 and $25 losses. Along about Christ- 
mas time a collection agency was es- 
tablished by the so-called Detroit firm 
and a number of Ypsilantians were in- 
duced to submit their accounts. Every- 
thing went well for a few days, but 
suddenly the firm left the city, taking 
with them the checks of their patrons 
for something like $15 each, and the 
greater part of the money in that time 
collected: Their guaranteed work was 
not one-quarter done, and they had 
their full pay. This is but one of the 
many ways in which Ypsilanti has been 
fleeced during the past year.
